Greatneſs and Authority, his Froth: and: Wi 
dom, his Ubiquity an Ommiſcience, and no 
leſs : Chan all the Divine Perfections attributed to 
his Sovereign Majeſty. For Men verily Swear 
by the Greater: They own him in this to be 
a tranſcendent Being far above all his Crea- 
tures, above all Principalities and Powers. 

And in Swearing God is not only called in 
as a Witneſs of the Truth of what is Swor 
as he is the Author and Lover of Truth: But 
he is alſo appeal'd to as a Judge and an Aven- 
ger in caſe we deviate from the Truth and 
Swear a Lye and a Falſhood, or that which 
is uncertain to the Perſon who takes the Oath.

doubted before Men with whom we Deal, yet 
it muſt be certain to him that Swears, other- 
wiſe he Swears at a venture ; and tho' it may 
. happen to be Truth in it ſelf, yet if he dont 
| know it to be ſo, he is Perjureet. 
And Perjury we ſhould look upon as the 
moſt deteſtable of Crimes: It is an Affront to 
Heaven, one of the higheſt Indignities and Pro- 
vocations that can be offer'd to the God of 
Truth, and the ſupreme Governor of the 
| World. And therefore in this Religious A& 
O27 we cannot have too great an Awe, nor pre- 
ſerve too deepa Reverence. | 
We cannot take too great a Caution that 
we do not abuſe that holy Name which we in- 
voke; that we do not call in that terrible Ma- 
jeſty who is Truth himſelf, to bear Teſtimony 
toa Lye, with an Abomination contrary to his 
very Nature. he. 98.4 
And this as it is an Affront to God, ſo it is an 
N Injury to our Neighbour; we cannot impoſe 
upon Mankind more than in taking a falſe 
Oath. It is a very great Impoſition and Abuſe 
upon Magiſtrates before whom it ts taken, it is 
the fouleſt Breach of common Juſtice and E- 
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quity, and an utter Violation of the moſt ſo- 
lemn Security and Tyes of Government. 

Thus in the Oath of Aſſertion, which is 
what Witneſſes take in the Courts of Judica- 
ture; when Perſons are called to give in their 
Evidence, he that cares not what he Swears, 
but Swears juſt as his Paſſion, Prejudice, Inte- 
reſt or Malice may-lead him, without any re- 
gard to Truth and Juſtice ; ſuch a one may 
Rob, Oppreſsand Murtherall at once, and by 
this means many Men have been Swore out of 
their Liberties, Eſtates and Lives. ; 

The like Mifchiefs have attended in the 
Promiſory Oath, which has been falſly taken. 

Such 1s the Oath of Allegiance which we 
take to our Princes who fit upon the Throne: 
(and the Engagements we make to their Suc- 
ceſſors): The Oaths we take when we enter 
upon publick Functions, and Offices of Truſt: 
The Oaths we take to maintain the Orders 
and preſerve the Rights and Privileges of par- 
ticular Societies and Corporationns.
